T h e term “w etb a ck ” orig inally derived from th e 
p rac tice of som e of th e b orde r-jum p e rs of w ading or 
sw im m ing th e R io G ra nde to g et into th is country 
w ith out being ap p re h ended by im m ig ration officers. I t 
h a s been ex p anded by usage, how ever, to include all 
M ex icans and oth e rs w ho crass th e b order illegally 
Into T ex as and C alifornia. 


T h e illegal e ntra nts seek em ploy m ent p rincip ally 
on th e g re a t vegetable, fruit, and cotton ra nc h e s of 
th e S outhw est. B ut th e problem is m ore th a n regional. 
T h e U. S. Justice D e p a rtm e nt rep orts a rre sts of w et­ 
b acks in New Y ork, P h ilade lp h ia . C hicago, D enver, a nd 
oth e r cities fa r rem oved from th e border. 


To m eet fa rm lab or sh orta g e s during W orld W ar 
II, C ongress auth orized im p orta tion of M ex icans and 
natives of th e B ritish W est Indies under inte rna tiona l 
ag reem ents. T h a t prog ram is still being continued on 
a reduced scale to m eet seasonal needs. 


T he controlling legislation on th e “w etb ack ” p rob ­ 
lem is a law passed by C ongress in 1952, im p lem enting 
a n ag re em e nt m ade w ith M ex ico a nd sanctioned by 
C ongress th e previous y ear. C alled a n “a nti-w e tb a c k ” 
bill, it allowed re c ruitm e nt of a g ric ultura l labor below 
th e border for w ork on farm s in th is country , w ith in 
c e rta in lim ita tions. T h is y e a r C ongress ex tended th e 
p rog ra m for tw o y ears— until D ecem ber 31, 1955. 


T h e 1952 law provided m ax im um p e na ltie s of five 
y ea rs in ja il a nd $2,000 fine for p ersons rec ruiting , 
tra nsp orting , concealing, or h a rb oring illegal e ntra nts . 
H ow ever, th e S e na te reje cte d by vote of 69 to 12 a n 
am endm e nt by S e na tor D ouglas <D.. 111.) to apply th ese 
p ena lties to fa rm e rs w ho em ploy ed aliens th e y knew 
or h a d reason to believe w ere illegal e ntra nts . 


Im m ig ration 
a uth oritie s m ay search 
p rop erties 
w ith in 25 m iles of th e b order w ith out w a rra nts, b ut 
m ay not th us se arch p rivate dw ellings. T hese curbs 
h ave done little to stem th e rising tide of illegal im m i­ 
g ra tion w hich, lab or leaders charge, h as low ered all 
w age scales in th e S outhw est. 


A ccording to A ttorney G eneral B row nell, a fte r a 
re c e nt tour of th e border a re a and a sub se q uent con­ 
ferenc e w ith P re side nt E isenhow er, ab out 389,000 w et­ 
backs w ere deported in th e 12 m onth s ended June 30. 
In th e sam e period som e 100.000 w ent unap p re h ended. 


T he U nited S ta te s now h as som e 1.080 m en to 
p a trol th e 5,000 m iles of th e M ex ican and C a nadian 
borders, ab out 750 of th em sta tione d betw een th e G ulf 
of M ex ico and th e P acific. T h e H ouse voted in 1952 
to cut th e border control funds from $4 m illion to 
$2.6 m illion, but th e S enate dem urred. T his y ear th e 
a dm inistra tion econom y p rog ram e lim ina te d from th e 
la st T rum an budget an increase of $2 m illion for 335 
additional m en for th e b order patrol. A ttorney G eneral 
B row nell is now rep orted considering a req uest for 
funds for m ore p atrolm en.

B ut th e re is a respectable 
body of opinion to th e effec t th a t th e people w ho 
th oug h t th ey saw a sea se rp e nt really did see som e­ 
th ing . and th a t w h at th ey saw w as an unidentified 
sub m a rine m onster only rarely and briefly beheld by 
h um a n ey es. 
O ne of those holding th is belief Is D r. A nton 
B ruun, g re a t D anish oceanog rap h er, w ho is se creta ry 
g eneral of th e Inte rna tiona l C ongress of Zoology . Dr. 
B runn suggests th a t th e sea se rp e nt m ay be a g ia nt 
eel living in th e e te rna l dark ness and icy cold of th e 
oc e a n’s dep th s, and rising to th e surface a t rare inte r­ 
vals to scare folks. 
He h as som e evidence for th a t hy pothesis. T he 
D ana deep-sea ex pedition of 1928-30. he points out, 
c a ug h t a six -foot-long c re a ture in th e S outh A tlantic 
w hich was identified as th e larva of an unidentified 
species of eel. 
T h e larva of a com m on eel is less th a n h alf an 
Inch long w hen it h atch es, and reach es a leng th of 
ab out th re e inches before ch ang ing into a y oung eel. 
If th e p are nts of th is deep -sea larva w ere 24 tim es 
th e leng th of a com m on eel. they w ere 120 feet long. 
Dr. B runn would like to c a tc h one. O ne of these day s 
he m ay bait a hook as big as an anc h or and tra il it 
from a ship in deep w ater a t th e end of a m ile-long 
cable. T hen we sh a ll see w h at we sh a ll see.

Noisy Working 
Conditions 


The 
m edieval 
housewife 
and 
working m an were besieged by foul 
sm ells. 
Sewage was thrown into 
gutters and sanitation and refrige­ 
ration w ere unknown. 
But such 
odors had little or no influence on 
the nervous sy stem and w ere noth­ 
ing com pared with noise, which is 
the plague of the 20th century . 
Noise is sy nony mous with work 
and prosperity but there is a lim it 
on how m uch the body can tolerate. 
Some individuals are m ore sensi­ 
tive than others, just as the range 
of hearing varies from one to « an­ 
other. When loud noises are m ain­ 
tained over a long period hearing 
is disturbed and unless som ething 
is done deafness m ay ensue. 
The 
early effects result from e a r fa­ 
tigue; hearing returns to norm al 
after an interval of quiet and rest. 
But when the noise continues y ear 
after y ear the sensitive nerve end­ 
ings in the ear m ay be dam aged. 
“ B oilerm aker’s deafness” w as one 
of the first conditions of this nature 
to be described. 


Noise can also affect the body in 
other way s. 
All m anner of vague 
iils and ailm ents have been blam ­ 
ed; som e logical, w hereas others 
are questionable or unreasonable. 
T here is no doubt th at sleep is dis­ 
rupted, which in turn m ay low er 
efficiency in both m anual and m en­ 
tal work. Y ears ago, Lord H order 
reported th at a loud noise caused 
tem porary rise in blood pressure 
and tem porary paraly sis of stom ­ 
ach m ovem ents. He noted also that 
the m etabolic rate, the speed of 
the heart beat, and the ra te of re­ 
spiration increased with noise. 
These changes also can be pro­ 
duced by fear and there is a ques­ 
tion w hether the blood pressure, 
for ex am ple, m ounts because of 
noise or fright. M oreover, our re ­ 
action to noise depends up w hether 
we regard it as unnecessary or un­ 
avoidable. 
When a y oung m an 
honks his horn two or three tim es 
a day to attract the attention of his 
neighbor’s daughter, it is m ore up­ 
setting than the noise created by 
the carpenter who is building a 
roof on the new hom e down the 
street. 
Many psy chiatrists reg ard 
noise as one of the m ost serious 
threats to health. 


A quiet office is m ore efficient 
than a noisy one. 
In a recent sur­ 
vey of m ore than 5.000 offices. Sam 
L. Hooper found th at in 60 per cent 
office noise interfered with em ­ 
ploy e efficiency and com fort. When 
an attem pt was m ade to elim inate 
or control the nuisance, 48 per cent 
of the com panies noted im prove­ 
m ent in accuracy of ty ping and 
clerical work, 34 per cent an in­ 
crease in the volum e of work pro­ 
duced and 8 per cent a m arked de­ 
crease in absenteeism . 
Noise was 
reduced by soundproofing ceilings 
and walls, providing private offices 
for ex ecutives, and moving noisy 
equipm ent to isolated areas. Hoop­ 
er also found individual variations 
to noise. 
The sam e noise m ight 
reduce the efficiency of a routine 
w orkers 5 per cent, w hereas an 
ex ecutive ex perienced a 30 per cent 
loss. The trend is toward stressing 
the need for a quieter world. More 
and more factories and offices are 
being soundproofed to protect the 
w orker.

WASHINGTON — No public an­ 
nouncem ent has been m ade in or­ 
der to spare the girls’ feelings, but 
the Army is taking a critical view 
of sagging WAC shapes.

She m ust also be 
“ free from obvious defects of ap­ 
pearance rem ediable by phy sical 
ex ercise and good 
health 
p rac­ 
tices.” Of course, she is also ex ­ 
pected to keep a w atch on her 
“ posture and phy sical bearing.” 
Those who do not m easure up 
will be given a chance to w ear off 
surplus pounds by “ participation in 
individual or team sports or phy si­ 


cal activities.” If this fails to trim 
them down to regulation shapeli­ 
ness, however, they will be obliged 
to take form al ex ercises. These will 
be conducted with scientific regard 
for individual shapes and sizes. 
“ To the ex tent feasible, and when 
com petent 
technical 
advice 
is 
available for guidance,” say s the 
regulation, “ the ex ercises in these 
periods will be individualized to 
m eet the differing 
needs of the 
women participating; this is es­ 
pecially desirable when the goal 
is to reduce or redistribute w eight.” 
However, the Arm y , wise to the 
habit of goldbricking. cautions: “ It

FBI Fo rbidden To Enter 
We do know that from 1942 to 
1947, the crucial y ears, the FBI 
was forbidden to engage in this 
field; that em ploy ees of the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
were 
not 
screened by the FBI, which con­ 
tains the most com plete files on 
subversives, including fingerprints 
and cum ulating records. From the 
results, it would appear that no 
adequate screening took place and 
that that is the reason why Klaus 
Fuchs, Gold. G reenglass, Sobell, 
etc., could com mit their crim es 
unimpeded. 
In the case of Rothschild, the 
testim ony is that he stole secret 
docum ents. 
In the M cCarthy h ear­ 
ings this was brought out: 
“ The C hair man: 
We have tes­ 
timony to the effect that y ou stole 
secret docum ents from the G overn­ 
m ent Printing Office, among other 
things that y ou stole a secret code 
and took it from the GPO. 
W hat 
is y our answ er to that? 
“ Mr. Rothschild; Under the Fifth 
A m endm ent I still refuse to answer 
that question on the grounds it 
would tend to incrim inate m e.” 
Now, while Rothschild enjoy s the 
constitutional 
right to refuse 
to 
answ er a question which he be­ 
lieves will incrim inate him, he al­ 
ready knew that there was testi­ 
mony from the Navy that m atter 
involving the atom bomb had been 
s 
* to the G overnm ent Printing 
Office. Und 
such circum stances, 
one would im agine that Rothschild 
would cry out in his defense: 
“ That is a dam ned lie!” 
But ha did nothing of the sort. 


Instead, this is how he handled it: 
Refuses To Answer 
“ The C hairm an: . . . Did y ou 
ever steal ~ secret code from the 
G overnm ent Printing Office? 
“ Mr. Rothschild: I refuse to an­ 
sw er th a t question on the sam e 
grounds. 
(Fifth 
A m endm ent*.” 
Here is a m an who has been 
charged by 40 persons, according 
tc FBI records, with “ espionage 
against the United States in tim e 
of war, stealing secrets, stealing a 
code, being a m em ber of the Com­ 
m unist Party -*’ He is entitled to his 
day in court. 
He should be given 
his day in court. 
But th at is up to 
Attorney G eneral Brownell, 
If the charges are false Roths­ 
child shouli’ be ex onerated, but he 
t hould not be perm itted to get off 
because of the fear that this m ight 
be another Alger Hiss case and 
disclose negligence on the part of 
high officials. 
In fact, Senator M cCarthy , in 
the interrogation of M rs. Roths­ 
child, said to her: 
. . Your husband has been 
accused of stealing m aterial from 
the G overnm ent Printing Office, 
secret m aterial which would be of 
great benefit to the enem y .

has been accused of stealing a 
code book, for ex am ple. 
We as­ 
sum e that he did not seal that to 
entertain him self at night reading 
it. 
He stole it obviously for a pur­ 
pose. It was done during war. The 
Navy officers who have testified, 
have testified that if the atom ic 
m aterial they sent over to the Gov­ 
ernm ent Printing Office got in the 
hands of the enem y , it could do tre ­ 
m endous dam age to this nation, 
>ne of the most serious charges I 
think ever m ade before this com ­ 
m ittee by a sizeable num ber of 
w itnesses.” 
Repo rted As Security Ri» k 
M rs. Rothschild refused to an­ 
swer any questions, taking advant­ 
age of the Fifth Amendm ent. 
In 
the testim ony , it was brought out 
clearly that the FBI had reported 
to the Governm ent Printing Office 
as early as 1943 about Rothschild, 
that its report had been ignored; 
that as late as July of this y ear, 
Rothschild 
had, 
in effect, 
been 
cleared by the GPO security of­ 
ficers on the ground that the FBI. 
having once reported to them about 
40 w itnesses had m ade charges 
against him , it, the FBI, had pro­ 
vided no new and additional data. 
Is it surprising that the Russians 
got away with the secrets of the 
atom ic and hy drogen bombs?

But if the Wilson policy had al­ 
ready been put into effect, the 
Army tank program would have 
been out of luck. 
Thus the Lavonia fire has caused 
defense 
production 
planners 
to 
think twice as to w hat would hap­ 
pen in case of H-bomb raids; and 
the single source of supply idea 
propounded by Charley Wilson m ay 
be scrapped. 
Wilso n v s. Kmall Business 
Wilson’s production thinking was 
not m otivated by any idea of in­ 
creasing G eneral Motors business 
— though that would have been the 
result — he just thinks in term s 
of big business. It’s second nature 
to him. Small com panies, he has 
said privately 
are

nuisance; 
should be used only as sub-con­ 
tractors.

WASHINGTON—While 
the ¿ a te 
Senator T aft did not agree with 
som e of the policies of the Eisen­ 
hower A dm inistration, 
a hitherto 
unpublished letter shows th a t the 
Ohio Senator felt com plete confi­ 
dence that governm ent finances 
would be put on a sound basis 
beginning July 1, 1954. 
On May 7, 1953—when serious 
illness was already beginning to 
keep the Ohio Senator away from 
his work—he w rote to C harles H. 
K einath of N ew ark, Ohio, as fol- 
• lows: 
"I have y our recent letter indica­ 
ting y our concern and criticism of 
the new adm inistration, and I have 
read with interest y our analy sis of 
the present situation in W ashington. 
“ The new adm inistration has ap­ 
pointed to office m en with lim ited 
ex perience in governm ent but wide 
ex perience in business. These m en 
have been shocked at the conditions 
they have found. The T rum an Ad­ 
m inistration was m ade up of people 
who 
believed 
that 
governm ent 
spending was a good thing in itself, 
and there never ha« been an organ­ 
ization in the history of the world 
w here there was such an uncontrol­ 
led and uneconomic spending. The 
officials of the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration have undertaken seriously 
to reduce their departm ents to a 
business basis. 
Bo und By Many Pledg es 
“ F urtherm ore, 
the governm ent 
is bound by m any com m itm ents 
which cannot be term inated over 
night. More than $80 billion of ap­ 
propriations from past y ears will 
be unspent on July 1, 1953. to which 
the Trum an Adm inistration added 
a request for further appropriations 
of $73 billion. It is a difficult and 
com plicated job to find out how far 
we are burdened by the acts of the 
p ast 
adm inistration. 
We 
cannot 
possibly ex pect to operate during 
the fiscal y ear 1954 at the level 
which 
this 
adm inistration

would have fix ed if it had been in 
control. The Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration will not have a really free

Pro phecy Fulfilled 
It is known that Senator Taft

G eorge H um phrey , now secretary 
of the treasury , and it is an inter­ 
esting coincidence that the pro­ 
phecy in the letter to Mr. Keinath 
should, 
just 
four 
m onths later, 
begin to be fullfilled. 
For Mr. 
H um phrey is just now giving the 
country the best news it has had 
on the fiscal situation since the 
Eisenhower 
A dm inistration 
took 
office. 
The treasury say s now th a t the 
budget for the current fiscal y ear, 
which ends June 30. 1954, will not 
have the deficit of $9.9 billions 
which President T rum an form ally 
predicted in his last m essage to 
Congress on the subject but that It 
will be even less than the $6 6 
billions which President Eisenhow­ 
er forecast three months ago. For 
the latest deficit figure given by 
S ecretary H um phrey is $3*8 bil­ 
lions. 
This m eans that progress is real­ 
ly being m ade tow ard a balanced 
budget. For a $3.8-billion deficit for 
the fiscal y ear ending nex t July 
should be com pared with the $9 4- 
billion deficit which ended the fis­ 
cal y ear 1953, for the g rea ter p art 
of which the T rum an A dm inistra­ 
tion was responsible. Indeed, on 
the basis of outgo versus incoma 
on a purely cash basis, as differ­ 
entiated from authorizations or ap­ 
propriations—actual money used— 
the budget will be nearly in balance 
on July 1 nex t. It is estim ated now 
th a t the federal governm ent will 
take in just half a billion dollars 
less in cash than it spends, so the 
debt will be increased very little 
and there is a bare chance that 
increased tax receipts m ay bring 
the budget into balance. 
Aims To Balance Budg et 
The m eaning of this in term s of 
the nex t fiscal y ear—which begins 
July 1, 1954, and ends June 30. 
1955—is that an over-all balance 
m ay be in sight notwithstanding the 
tax reductions which have been 
prom ised by law to corporations 
on April 1 nex t, when the straight 
income-tax rate com es down from 
52 to 47 per cent, and the ex cess- 
profits tax will have been elimin­ 
ated altogether. 
As Senator Taft wrote in his 
letter, it is in the fiscal y ea r which 
begins ten months from now—on 
July 1. 1954—that the Eisenhower 
A dm inistration aim s to balance th« 
budget. The news from M r. Hump­ 
hrey ’s office on how things are p ro 
gressing this y ear certainly en­ 
courages hopes for a good budget­ 
ary situation for the nex t fiscal 
y ear. It will m ake for a sounder 
dollar in this country and give It 
g reater 
prestige 
throughout 
the 
world.

noticed at the tim e. This changed

which had been made, not in the 
State D epartm ent, but in the Pen­ 
tagon. These w ere: 


First, the Ko rean ag g ressio n 
demo nstrated that the So v iets 
were willing to risk a wo rld 
war. 
Seco nd, 
the 
So v iets 
wo uld 
hav e a decislv « sto ckpile o f 
ato mic weapo ns by the perio d 
1 93 3 -54 . 
This was to be the 
“ time o f g reatest dang er.” 
Third, if at this time the So ­ 
v iets still had the po wer to 
o v errun all the Euro pean co n­ 
tinent. the 
balance o f wo rld 
po wer wo uld ship decisiv ely 
in fav o r o f the Kremlin. 
Fo urth, a so lid defense o f 
Western 
Euro pe must there­ 
fo re be built. 
And fifth, no such defense 
was po ssible witho ut the par­ 
ticipatio n 
o f 
Western 
Ger­ 
many . 


This was the logic which led 
Dean Acheson to pound on the 
table in 1950. 
But consider what 
has happened, since the attem pt 
was m ade to translate this im pec­ 
cable logic into practice. 
The scaled-down 
post-1950 goal 
called for a French arm y or at 
least 28 standing divisions by 1953- 
54, 
The French actually have 
in Europe 14 divisions, of which 
at least six rem ain wholly or p art­ 
ly on paper. 
French plans call 
for a reduction, rather than an 
increase, 
in 
m ilitary 
spending. 
The sam e tendency ex ists in all 
W estern European countries, 
in­ 
cluding G reat Britain. 
The 
original 
Pentagon 
tim e­ 
table called f or a G erm an “ mili­ 
tary contribution” within eighteen 
m onths of Acheson’s table-pound- 
ing. Now, alm ost three y ears la­ 
ter, it will be a m iracle if such a 
G erm an contribution is forthcom- 
. ing within eighteen m onths from 
today . 
The Pentagon tim etable for the 
A m erican build-up has also been 
consistently “ stretched out,” and 
there 
are 
apparently 
further 
stretchouts to come. Finally , there 
has appeared no sound reason for 
revising the Pentagon’s two key 
assum ptions — 
that the 
Soviet 
m ight be willing to risk w ar, and 
that they 
will 
have

atom ic stockpile by 1953 54, which 
after all, is now.

Take the 
best possible view, and suppose 
that a functioning European arm y 
is created. Can it really be ex pect­

Europe, 
while the Red arm y is on the 
Elbe? 
As long as the Red arm y con­ 
trols half of Europe, indeed, is 
any kind of solid defense of the 
Continent really possible? If the 
answ er to this question is “ no,” 
what kind of risks are we prepar­ 
ed to take, and what kind of con­ 
cessions are we prepared to offer, 
in order to get the Red arm y out 
of the heart of Europe? Finally , if 
the 
Soviets 
will 
under 
no con­ 
ceivable circum stances withdraw 
the Red arm y to th« » Soviet bor­ 
ders—which is entirely probable— 
is it not then tim e lo m ake a 
great effort to show 
the world 
that this is so? 


These quesions cannot be light­ 
ly answered. But they are at least 
questions which now ought to be 
thought about seriously . 
Indeed, 
for the m ost part, the new m en 
in W ashington, far from taking a 
searching new look at our situa­ 
tion, seem more and m ore rigidly 
com m itted to policies which were 
originated by very different men, 
und*» r very different circum stan­ 
ces than those that now ex ist.

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Curbing The "Wetbacks" 


Forthcoming conversations "at the diplomatic 
level'' between Mexican and United States officials 
in Washington will be aimed at coping with the 
problem of ‘ wetbacks” coming into this country from 
Mexico. Meantime, the Mexican army has posted 
patrols about IOO miles south of the border in an 
attempt to stem the northward flow of migrant labor. 
The term “wetback” originally derived from the 
practice of some of the border-]umpers of wading or 
swimming the Rio Grande to get into this country 
without being apprehended by immigration officers. It 
has been expanded by usage, however, to include all 
Mexicans and others who cross the border illegally 
Into Texas and California. 
The illegal entrants sepk employment principally 
on the great vegetable, fruit, and cotton ranches of 
the Southwest. But the problem is more than regional. 
The U. S Justice Department reports arrests of wet­ 
backs in New York. Philadelphia. Chicago, Denver, and 
other cities far removed from the border. 
To meet farm labor shortages during World War 
II. Congress authorized importation of Mexicans and 
natives of the British West Indies under international 
agreements. That program is still being continued on 
a reduced scale to meet seasonal needs. 
The controlling legislation on the “wetback" prob­ 
lem is a law passed by Congress in 1952, implementing 
an agreement made with Mexico and sanctioned by 
Congress the previous year. Called an “anti-wetback” 
bill, it allowed recruitment of agricultural labor below 
the border for work on farms in this country, within 
certain limitations. This year Congress extended the 
program for two years—until December 31, 1955. 
The 1952 law provided maximum penalties of five 
years in jail and $2,000 fine for persons recruiting, 
transporting, concealing, or harboring illegal entrants. 
However, the Senate rejected by vote of 69 to 12 an 
amendment by Senator Douglas <D.. 111.) to apply these 
penalties to farmers who employed aliens they knew 
or had reason to believe were Illegal entrants. 
Immigration authorities may search properties 
within 25 miles of the border without warrants, but 
may not thus search private dwellings. These curbs 
have done little to stem the rising tide of illegal immi­ 
gration which, labor leaders charge, has lowered all 
wage scales in the Southwest. 
According to Attorney General Brownell, after a 
recent tour of the border area and a subsequent con­ 
ference with President Eisenhower, about 389,000 wet­ 
backs were deported in the 12 months ended June 30. 
In the same period some 100.000 went unapprehended. 
The United States now has some 1,080 men to 
patrol the 5.000 miles of the Mexican and C anadian 
borders, about 750 of them stationed between the Gulf 
of Mexico and the Pacific. The House voted in 1952 
to cut the border control funds from $4 million to 
$2 6 million, but the Senate demurred. This year the 
adm inistration economy program eliminated from the 
last T rum an budget an increase of $2 million for 335 
additional men for the border patrol. Attorney General 
Brownell is now reported considering a request for 
funds for more patrolmen. 


Sea Serpents 


The sea serpent is legendary, but it is by no m eans 
a mythological m onster. Maybe he really exists. There 
have been many independent accounts by persons with 
a previous reputation for veracity, and quite a few of 
these accounts have never been satisfactorily refuted. 
The sea serpent Is not precisely in a class w ith 
the unicorn, the cyclops and the m inotaur. If he exists, 
he probably Isn’t a serpent. But there is a respectable 
body of opinion to the effect th a t the people who 
th o u g h t they saw a sea serpent really did see som e­ 
thing, and th a t w hat they saw was an unidentified 
subm arine m onster only rarely and briefly beheld by 
hum an eyes. 
One of those holding this belief Is Dr. Anton 
Bruun. great Danish oceanographer, who Is secretary 
general of the International Congress of Zoology. Dr. 
B runn suggests th a t the sea serpent may be a giant 
eel living in the eternal darkness and icy cold of the 
ocean s depths, and rising to the surface at rare in ter­ 
vals to sc are folks. 
He has some evidence for th a t hypothesis. The 
D ana deep-sea expedition of 1928-30, he points out, 
caught a six-foot-long creature in the South A tlantic 
which was identified as the larva of an unidentified 
species of eel. 
The larva of a common eel is less th an half an 
Inch long when it hatches, and reaches a length of 
about three inches before changing into a young eel. 
If the parents of this deep-sea larva were 24 times 
the length of a common eel. they were 120 feet long. 
Dr B runn would like to catch one. One of these days 
he may bait a hook as big as an anchor and trail it 
from a ship rn deep w ater at the end of a mile-long 
cable. Then we shall see w hat we shall see 


Man And The Robots 


Is modern m an obsolete? We deny it, strenuously. 
But there are tim es when we have m isgivings about 
the future. The other day was one of those times. We 
read four separate news item s relating to m achines 
th a t are getting entirely too hum an to suit us. 
A more sinister little piece was about an electronic 
brain th a t can memorize 4.000,000 words or do prob­ 
lems like multiplying 367,729.336.126 by 140.798,307.051 
at the rate of 2,000 a second. It is true th a t the article 
said this brain can’t play chess. So’ You w ant every­ 
thing? 
The reason it can ’t play chess, anyway, is th a t 
Its mechanical memory Isn’t up to the task. But 
another news item tells of a new crystal diode about 
the size of a head of a pin which will multiply the 
memory span of electronic circuits by about 2,000. 
This device, a modification of the transistor, prevents 
1999 /2000 of the condensor leak which in a thinking 
ma' 
is the equivalent of forgetting. 
s just a matter of time, apparently, before 
the 
ins. Rechevsky and Botvinnik. will be faced 
by fa 
;hine that can learn to beat them in chess. 
(They should live so long!) 
Two other news items appeared that day. One 
told of an electronic letter-wiiter which can perform 
most of the chores of a flesh-and-blood stenographer, 
and do them faster and better. It can’t sit in the boss' 
lap, but the inventors are at work on fresh horrors. 
Finally, there was an item about a mechanical 
garage being built in downtown New York which can 
park, store, and unpark your car on demand; you don’t 
even have to leave it unlocked. 
We aren’t at all certain the human race isn t 
beginning to outsmart itself.

Noisy Working 
Conditions 


The 
medieval 
housewife 
and 
working man were besieged by foul 
smells. 
Sewage was thrown into 
gutters and sanitation and refrige­ 
ration were unknown. 
But such 
odors had little or no influence on 
the nervous system and were noth­ 
ing compared with noise, which is 
the plague of the 20th century. 
Noise is synonymous with work 
and prosperity but there is a limit 
on how much the body can tolerate. 
Some individuals are more sensi­ 
tive than others, just as the range 
of hearing varies from one toian- 
other. When loud noises are main­ 
tained over a long period hearing 
is disturbed and unless something 
is done deafness may ensue. 
The 
early effects result from ear fa­ 
tigue; hearing returns to normal 
after an interval of quiet and rest. 
But when the noise continues year 
after year the sensitive nerve end­ 
ings in the ear may be damaged. 
"Boilerm aker’s deafness” was one 
of the first conditions of this nature 
to be described. 


Noise can also affect the body in 
other ways. 
All manner of vague 
iils and ailments have been blam­ 
ed; some logical, whereas others 
are questionable or unreasonable. 
There is no doubt that sleep is dis­ 
rupted, which in turn may lower 
efficiency in both manual and men­ 
tal work. Years ago, Lord Horder 
reported that a loud noise caused 
tem porary rise in blood pressure 
and tem porary paralysis of stom­ 
ach movements He noted also that 
the metabolic rate, the speed of 
the heart beat, and the rate of re­ 
spiration increased with noise. 
These changes also can be pro­ 
duced by fear and there is a ques­ 
tion whether the blood pressure, 
for example, mounts because of 
noise or fright. Moreover, our re­ 
action to noise depends up whether 
we regard it as unnecessary or un­ 
avoidable. 
When a young man 
honks his horn two or three times 
a day to attract the attention of his 
neighbor's daughter, it is more up­ 
setting than the noise created by 
the carpenter who is building a 
roof on the new home down the 
street. 
Many psychiatrists regard 
noise as one of the most serious 
threats to health. 


A quiet office is more efficient 
than a noisy one. In a recent sur­ 
vey of more than 5.000 offices. Sam 
L. Hooper found that in 60 per cent 
office noise interfered with em­ 
ploye efficiency and comfort. When 
an attempt was made to eliminate 
or control the nuisance. 48 per cent 
of the companies noted improve­ 
ment in accuracy of typing and 
clerical work, 34 per cent an in­ 
crease in the volume of work pro­ 
duced and 8 per cent a marked de­ 
crease in absenteeism. Noise was 
reduced by soundproofing ceilings 
and walls, providing private offices 
for executives, and moving noisy 
«quipment to isolated areas. Hoop­ 
er also found individual variations 
to noise. 
The same noise might 
reduce the efficiency of a routine 
workers 5 per cent, whereas an 
i xecutive experienced a 30 per cent 
loss. The trend is toward stressing 
the need for a quieter world. More 
and more factories and offices are 
being soundproofed to protect the 
worker.

WASHINGTON — No public an­ 
nouncement has been made in or­ 
der to spare the girls' feelings, but 
the Army is taking a critical view 
of sagging WAC shapes. The prob­

However, the Army, wise to the 
habit of goldbricking, cautions: "It 
will be borne in mind that much of 
the benefit of such exercise de­ 
pends upon frequency. An hour 
once or twice a month only is use­ 
less and may be detrim ental.” 
Lettuce And Parsley 
For any female physical n atur­ 
ists who may try to carry things 
too far, the Army adds sternly;

The Rothschild Case 


W’hen one reads the transcript 
of the record in the case of Ed­ 
ward M. Rothschild, a bookbinder 
iii the Government Printing Office, 
the data presents itself differently 
from the more condensed news re­ 
l e t s . 
This is naturally so, for 
the record is long, the questioning 
complex, and only a second view 
of it can bring out the details and 
overtones of testimony. 
It would seem that this is a case 
which requires study by the De­ 
partment of Justice because what 
is involved is access to precisely 
such information and data as re­ 
sulted in the theft of the atom and 
hydrogen bombs. We do ’ t yet 
know the entire story of this espion­ 
age and we shall not until 
a 
thorough 
investigation 
has 
been 
made of the security methods of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
FBI Forbidden To Enter 
We do know that from 1942 to 
1947, the crucial years, the FBI 
was forbidden to engage in this 
field; that employees of the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
were 
not 
screened by the FBI, which con­ 
tains the most complete files on 
subversives, including fingerprints 
and cumulating records. From the 
results, it would appear that no 
adequate screening took place and 
that that is the reason why Klaus 
Fuchs, Gold. Greenglass, Sobell, 
etc., could commit their crimes 
unimpeded. 
In the case of Rothschild, the 
testimony is that he stole secret 
documents. In the McCarthy hear­ 
ings this was brought out: 
"The Chainman: 
We have tes­ 
timony to the effect that you stole 
secret documents from the Govern­ 
ment Printing Office, among other 
things that you stole a secret code 
and took it from the CPO. 
What 
is your answer to that? 
“ Mr. Rothschild: Under the Fifth 
Amendment I still refuse to answer 
that question on the grounds it 
would tend to incriminate m e.” 
Now, while Rothschild enjoys the 
constitutional right to refuse to 
answer a question which he be­ 
lieves will incriminate him, he al­ 
ready knew that there was testi­ 
mony from the Navy that m atter 
involving the atom bomb had been 
s 
* to the Government Printing 
Office. Und 
such circumstances, 
one would imagine that Rothschild 
would cry our in his defense: 
“That is a damned lie!” 
But he did nothing of the sort.

Instead, this is how he handled it: 
Refuses To Answer 
“The Chairman: . . . Did you

“ Mr. Rothschild: I refuse to an­ 
swer that question on the same 
grounds.

The 
Navy officers who have testified, 
have testified that if the atomic 
m aterial they sent over to the Gov­ 
ernment Printing Office got in the 
hands of the enemy, it could do tre­ 
mendous damage to this nation. 
me of the most serious charges I 
think ever made before this com­ 
mittee by a sizeable number of 
witnesses.” 
Reported As Security Risk 
Mrs. Rothschild refused to an­ 
swer any questions, taking advant­ 
age of the Fifth Amendment. 
In 
the testimony, it was brought out 
clearly that the FBI had reported 
to the (Government Printing Office 
as early as 1943 about Rothschild, 
that its report had been ignored; 
that as late as July of this year, 
Rothschild had, in effect, 
been 
cleared by the GPO security of­ 
ficers on the ground that the FBI. 
having once reported to them about 
40 witnesses had made charges 
against him, it, the FBI, had pro­ 
vided no new and addititnal data. 
Is it surprising that the Russians 
got away with the secrets of the 
atomic and hydrogen bombs?

Not Good For General Motors 
The fire that destroyed the giant 
General Motors plant at Lavonia 
Mich., certainly was not g<*bd for 
General Motors, but it may have 
been good as a warning to the U. S. 
In fact, it may have been an act 
of God. 
Burnt up in that multimillion- 
dollar fire was not only the m a­ 
chinery for 
making Oldsmobile, 
Pontiac and Cadillac hydromatics, 
but also hydromatics for Army 
tanks. This, of course, was a loss. 
But the 
destruction 
emphasized 
the danger of 
Wilson’s 
“single 
source of supply” — the strategy 
of concentrating production in one 
or two big plants instead of spread­ 
ing the orders out among several 
sm aller plants. 
Fortunately for the Army, it is 
making hydromatics for tanks in 
another factory, so the Lavonia 
fire won t hurt tank production.

Thus the Lavonia fire has caused

planners 
to 
think twice as to what would hap­ 
pen in case of H-bomb raids; and 
the single source of supply idea 
propounded by Charley Wilson may 
be scrapped. 
Wilson vs. .Small Business 
Wilson’s production thinking was 
not motivated by any idea of in­ 
creasing General Motors business 
— though that would have been the 
result — he just thinks in terms 
of big business. It’s second nature 
to him. Small companies, he has 
said privately 
are 
a 
nuisance; 
should be used only as sub-con­ 
tractors. Big 
companies 
should 
get all the defense business. 
Meanwhile, General Motors’ own 
figures indicate that there’s some 
truth in Charley’s statement that 
what’s good for General Motors 
is good for the United States. These 
figures show that GM pays 15 per 
cent of all corporate taxes paid

WASHINGTON-While the jlate 
Senator Taft did not agree with 
some of the policies of the Eisen­ 
hower Administration, a hitherto 
unpublished letter shows that the 
Ohio Senator felt complete confi­ 
dence that government finances 
would be put on a sound basis 
beginning July I, 1954. 
On May 7, 1953—when serious 
illness was already beginning to 
keep the Ohio Senator away from 
his work—he wrrote to Charles H. 
Keinath of Newark, Ohio, as fol- 
• lows: 
“ I have your recent letter indica­ 
ting your concern and criticism of 
the new administration, and I have 
read with interest your analysis of 
the present situation in Washington. 
“The new administration has ap­ 
pointed to office men with limited 
experience in government but wide 
experience in business. These men 
have been shocked at the conditions 
they have found. The Truman Ad­ 
ministration was made up of people 
who 
believed 
that 
government 
spending was a good thing in itself, 
and there never has been an organ­ 
ization in the history of the world 
where there was such an uncontrol­ 
led and uneconomic spending. The 
officials of the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration have undertaken seriously 
to reduce their departments to a 
business basis. 
Bound By Many Pledge! 
“ Furthermore, the government 
Is bound by many commitments 
which cannot be terminated over 
night. More than $80 billion of ap­ 
propriations from past years will 
be unspent on July I, 1953. to which 
the Truman Administration added 
a request for further appropriations 
of $73 billion. It is a difficult and 
complicated job to find out how far 
wa are burdened by the acts of the 
past 
administration. 
We 
cannot 
possibly expect to operate during 
the fiscal year 1954 at the level 
which 
this 
administration 
itself 
would have fixed if it had been in 
control. The Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration will not have a really free 
hand until the year which begins 
July I, 1954. 
“ I cannot in this letter discuss 
all the single criticisms which have 
been pointed to the Eisenhower 
Administration. However there can 
be no doubt about the sincerity of 
their efforts, and the public will 
have to remember that progress 
is necessarily slow, because they 
have taken over a tremendous job. 
The federal government is ten 
times the size of the government in 
1933 which is the last time there 
was a complete change in admin­ 
istration.” 
Prophecy Fulfilled 
It is known that Senator Taft 
had the highest admiration for 


George Humphrey, now secretary 
of the treasury, and it is an inter­ 
esting coincidence that the pro­ 
phecy in the letter to Mr. Keinath 
should, just four months later, 
begin to be fulfilled. 
For Mr. 
Humphrey is just now giving the 
country the best news it has had 
on the fiscal situation since the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
took 
office. 
The treasury says now that the 
budget for the current fiscal year, 
which ends June 30. 1954, will not 
have the deficit of $9.9 billions 
which President Truman formally 
predicted in his last message to 
Congress on the subject but that it 
will be even less than the $6 6 
billions which President Eisenhow­ 
er forecast three months b ro . For 
the latest deficit figure given bv 
Secretary Humphrey is $378 bil­ 
lions. 
This means that progress is real­ 
ly being made toward a balanced 
budget. For a $3.8-billion deficit for 
the fiscal year ending next July 
should be compared with the $9 4- 
billion deficit which ended the fis­ 
cal year 1953, for the greater part 
of which the Truman Administra­ 
tion was responsible. Indeed, on 
the basis of outgo versus income 
on a purely cash basis, as differ­ 
entiated from authorizations or ap­ 
propriations—actual money used— 
the budget will be nearly in balance 
on July I next. It is estimated now 
that the federal government will 
take in just half a billion dollars 
less in cash than it spends, so the 
debt will be increased very little 
and there is a bare chance that 
increased tax receipts may bring 
the budget into balance. 
Alma To Balance Budget 
The meaning of this in term s of 
the next fiscal year—which begins 
July I, 1954, and ends June 36. 
1955—is that an over-all balance 
may be in sight notwithstanding the 
tax reductions which have been 
promised by law to corporations 
on April I next, when the straight 
income-tax rate comes down from 
52 to 47 per cent, and the excess- 
profits tax will have been elimin­ 
ated altogether. 
As Senator Taft wrote in his 
letter, it is in the fiscal year which 
begins ten months from now—on 
July I. 1954—that the Eisenhower 
Administration aims to balance tha 
budget. The news from Mr. Humf> 
hrey’s office on how things are p ro 
gressing this year certainly en­ 
courages hopes for a good budget­ 
ary situation for the next fiscal 
year. It will make for a sounder 
dollar in this country and give It 
greater 
prestige 
throughout the 
world.

Summing Up: III 


WASHINGTON: 


It is sometimes instructive to 
take a pause for breath, and to 
compare what we have done with 
what we hoped to do. 
In the autumn of 1950. when 
Dean G. Acheson pounded on a 
table in the Waldorf-Astoria 
in 
New York, arid demanded the re­ 
arm am ent of Western Germany, 
American 
policy 
underwent 
a 
great change which was hardly 
noticed at the time. This changed 
policy was based on a series of 
entirely 
logical 
assumptions, 
which had been made, not in th# 
State Department, but in the Pen­ 
tagon. These were: 


First, the Korean aggression 
demonstrated that the Soviets 
were willing to risk a world 
war. 
Second, 
the 
Soviets 
would 
have a derisive stockpile of 
atomic weapons by the period 
1953-54. 
This was to be the 
“time of greatest danger.” 
Third, if at this time the So­ 
viets still had the power to 
overrun ail the European con­ 
tinent. the balance of world 
power would ship decisively 
in favor of the Kremlin. 
Fourth, a solid defense of 
Western Europe must there­ 
fore he built. 
And fifth, no such defense 
was possible without the par­ 
ticipation 
of 
Western 
Ger­ 
many. 


This was the logic which led 
Dean Acheson to pound on the 
table in 1950. 
But consider what 
has happened, since the attem pt 
was made to translate this impec­ 
cable logic into practice. 
The scaled-down 
post-1950 goal 
called for a French arm y or at 
least 28 standing divisions by 1953- 
54 
The French actually have 
in Europe 14 divisions, of which 
at least six remain wholly or part­ 
ly on paper. 
French plans call 
for a reduction, rather than an 
increase, 
in 
military 
spending. 
The same tendency exists in all 
Western European countries, in­ 
cluding Great Britain. 
The 
original 
Pentagon 
time­ 
table called for a German “ mili­ 
tary contribution” within eighteen 
months of Acheson’s table-pound­ 
ing. Now. almost three years la­ 
ter, it will be a miracle if such a 
German contribution is forthcom­ 
ing within eighteen months from 
today. 
The Pentagon timetable for the 
American build-up has also been 
consistently “stretched out,” and 
there 
are 
apparently 
further 
stretchouts to come. Finally, there 
has appeared no sound reason for 
revising the Pentagon’s two key 
assumptions — 
that the 
Soviet 
might be willing to risk war, and 
that they will have a decisive 
atomic stockpile by 1953 54, which 
after all, is now.

the West, now that the “time 
of greatest danger” la upon 
us. American military power 
has certainly increased, since 
the days of lamia A. Johnson. 
No one claims that solid de­ 
fense of Western Europe hat 
been 
created, 
but 
at

there exists a fairly powerful 
deterrent. 
The military plan­ 
ners believe that the tactical 
atomic bomb pius satellite re­ 
sistance at least partly clos* 
the gap between what we have 
and what we hoped for. It is 
undoubtedly true that the Red 
army cannot now take Europe 
without a warning mobilisa­ 
tion and heavy sacrifice. 


Yet there is no use blinking the 
fact that there is a 
vast gulf 
between what we have done and 
what we hoped to do, and believed 
it essential to do, three years ago. 
Therefore this may be a good time 
for the American policy-makers to 
have a new look at the situation 
which confronts them in Europe, 
and at least to ask themselves 
some questions. 
Whatever the outcome of the 
German elections, as long as Ger­ 
many is split in two the overriding 
interest of all Germans will be a 
united Germany. As they have 
made very clear tor three year* 
now, the French see their over­ 
riding interest, not in term s of 
the defense of France against So­ 
viet attack, but in term s of pre­ 
venting the effective rearm am ent 
of Germany. 
In 
these 
circumstances, 
is 
Franco-German military and poli­ 
tical '’integration” really a prac­ 
tical m atter? Will it work, even 
supposing that the French Parlia­ 
ment is prodded into ratifying the 
European army project? Take the 
best possible view, and suppose 
that a functioning European arm y 
is created. Can it really be expect­ 
ed 
to defend 
Western 
Europe, 
while the Red army is on the 
Elbe? 
As long as the Red arm y con­ 
trols half of Europe, indeed, is 
any kind of solid defense of the 
Continent really possible? If the 
answer to this question is “ no,” 
what kind of risks are we prepar­ 
ed to take, and what kind of con­ 
cessions are we prepared to offer, 
in order to get the Red arm y out 
of the heart of Europe? Finally, if 
the Soviets will under no con­ 
ceivable circumstances withdraw 
the Red arm y to the Soviet bor­ 
ders—which is entirely probable— 
is it not then time to make a 
great effort to show the world 
that this is so? 
These quesions cannot be light­ 
ly answered. But they are at least 
questions which now ought to be 
thought about seriously. Indeed, 
for the most part, the new men 
in Washington, far from taking a 
searching new look at our situa­ 
tion, seem more and more rigidly 
committed to policies which were 
originated by very different men, 
under very different circum stan­ 
ces than those that now exist.
